Sugar Farmers achieve new phosphorus ' 
reduction; Water going to Everglades is now 
72% cleaner, Water District says 


The success of phosphorus 
reduction in farm water - part 
of sugar farmers' Everglades 
cleanup program - has reached 
72%, according to a report by 
the South Florida Water Man- 
agement District. This reduc- 


tion, for the 12 month period - 


ending June-30, makes the 
water leaving sugar farms 
nearly three times cleaner as 
much as 10 years sooner than 
required by law. A similar 
report by the District in April 


showed a 68% reduction. 

“The continuing success sug- 
ar farmers are having in clean- 
ing their water, on their own 
farms, using their own technol- 
ogy, is proof positive of their 
commitment to Everglades 
restoration,” said Robert Buk- 
er, senior vice president of U.S. 
Sugar. “This progress suggests 
the existing plan for Ever- 
glades cleanup is well worth 
pursuing without the addition 
of new taxes as proposed on 
the Nov. 5 election ballot.”

To create further awareness of the life-long 
consequencesvand costs of brain injury, Gover-" 
nor Lawton Chiles has designated October as 
Brain Injury Awareness Month. Currently, the 
tost of brain injuries in the United States is 
estimated at $48.3 billion annually, most of 
which is paid for by taxpayers through Medi- 
care and Medicaid, Individual costs can exceed 
“$6 million during a lifetime. 

There is no eure for brain injury - there is 
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tain moderate to severe injuries resulting in' 
life-long disabling conditions. In Florida alone, 
approximately 20,000 to 25,000 people sustain a 
brain injury each year, or an average of 60 such 
injuries every day. Vehicle crashes, violence, 
‘falls, and sports are the leading causes of brain 
injury. It can happen to anyone at any time and 
at any age. 

Thankfully, 1996 wos a successful year for thè, 
brain injury. community. For the first time in" 
history, legislation specific to brain injury was 
passed by Congress and signed into law By the 
president. 


The July 1966 ceremonial signing of the Trau- 
matic Brain Injury Act is significant to persons 
with brain injuries and their families, since it 
gives them hope that more productive’ and 
informative research will be conducted and the :

Mrs. Hatton spoke on the 
issue of the proposed consti- 
tution amendment to tax 
sugar farmers in the Ever- 
glades Agricultural Area a 
penny-per-pound on raw sug- 
argrown on their farms. 

In this second part, we con- 
tinue with Mrs. Hatton's talk 


to the Farm Bureau members 


on the problems and how 
they came about... 

“So, some of this ie not 
new, so what is the problem 
then? 

“Because we had the dry- 
ing of the land so we could 
farm, it affected the entire 
water system south of Lake 
Okeechobee. Historically, 
water flowed south from the 
Kissimmee Basin, eventually 
reaching the Everglades and 
some flowed out into the 
Atlantic Ocean. Now, i 

+ order to keep South Florida's 
homes and businesses dry we 
have sent about two-and-a- 
half times as much water out 

. into the Atlantic Ocean 
instead of it floving-south to 
the Everglades. 

“This affected what they 


call the hydro-period. The. 


hydro-period is the timing 
and the amount of the flow 
into the Everglades. 

“Scientists agree that it is 
this hydro:period that is 
affecting the Everglades 
ecosystem the most. 

“There are solutions to the 
problem. Like’ anything, 
there is a right way and a 
wrong way. The wrong way 
happens when judgements 
are based on misperceptions 
rather than fact. So what I 
would like to start with is to 
dispel for you some of the

myths. The first is that the 
farmers are solely to blame 
for the problems in the Ever- 
glades. . 

“The first issue is that 
Everglades National Park is 
receiving very high quality 
water. Contrary to popular 
belief, farmers do not dis- 
charge directly into Ever- 


glades National Park. Our 


water enters the water con- 
servation area some 50 miles 
north of Everglades National 
Park. 

. “Additionally, we do the 
best that we can to make 
sure that all of our discharge 


contains the lowest phospho- } 


rus levels possible. Last 
year, South Florida Water 
Management District, which 
does all the testing, noted 
that phosphorus levels in 
farm run-off were down 68 
percent. I would like you to 
know that their goal was 25 
percent reduction. That is 
what we were required to do 
- was drop it by 25 percent. 
Actually, it dropped 68 per- 
cent. The farmers are doing 
what they can to drop it even 
more, which I will mention 
later. 

“Phosphorus is an essen- 
tial nutrient needed for 
every living thing,” she told 
the audience. She then 
showed a slide that showed 
some of the things in the 
average home that contain 
phosphorus. They included 
Perrier water, Raisin Bran, 
Cheerios, and other food 
products. She then contin- 
ued. 

“A one-cup serving of 
Raisin Bran contains 20 per- 
cent of the recommended 
daily value of phosphorus 
that a person needs. 5 

“In the Everglades howev- 
er, we monitor and we 
explain the phosphorus in 
parts per billion. One part

drop of water in an over- 
sized homé swimming pool. 
To give you further perspec- 
tive on phosphorus levels, 
the municipal wastewater 
treatment plant in South 
Florida discharges phospho- 
rub at the rate of about 1,000 
parts of phosphorus per bil- 
lion. The lawn around your 
home has about 450 parts 
per billion. The streets in 
front of your house have a 
run-off rate of about 300 
parts per billion. 

“Even our detractors agree 
that sugar cane is the most 
enyironmentally friendly 
crop grown in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area, with a 
discharge rate of 120 parts 
per billion. I would like you 
to'know that rate was prior 
to the different practices 
being implemented now. 
That rate has dropped from 
there. That rate is actually 
100 or below. 

“A second myth is that we, 
the farmers, are taking 
water away from the Ever- 
glades. When, in reality, we 
provide significantly more 
water for Everglades Nation- 
al Park than if we were an 
undeveloped area, In fact, 
the EAA is the only signifi- 
cant source of water for the 
Everglades, with 173 billion 
gallons annually that goes 
into the Everglades. This 
also helps to recharge the 
well fields in South Florida 
for the urban use. 

“However, based on the 
myth that the farmers are to 
blame, they say tax us more 
and take our land away. But, 
this will only result in the 
loss of tens of thousands of 
jobs. It will cost the state 
and local governments mil- 
lions of dollars in taxes. And 
it is morally wrong. 

“It’s as if the federal gov- 


ernment went to every home- 
owner in the Everglades and 
said, Because you live here, 
you are polluting the envi- 
ronment and you are dis- 
rupting nature. The fact that 
you need to pump to keep 
your land dry is also disrup- 
tive to the environment. 
Therefore, we, the govern- 
ment, are going to tax you 
ear. In the 10th 
year, we are going to take 
«the money and buy your 
land. You are going to have 
to move and find another 
place to live because you are 
disrupting the environment.’ 


Part HI 


In part three, Mrs. Hatton 
relates the steps currently 
being taken under the Ever- 
glades Agricultural Act. 

“That's basically what they 
are tfying to tell:us right 
now. I hope you will agree 
that this is absurd, it's 
insane, its unnecessary and 
it's extremely expensive. 
This is what this penny-a- 
pound tax would do. 

“Let me go into that. First 
of all, when they tax the sug- 


.ar farmers the billion dollars . 


they want to do, who do you 
think will be left to pay for 
the environmental extrem- 
ists plans? You and I and 
any other property owner in 
the state of Florida will be 
left holding the bag. They 
are going to get their money 
and they are going to get it 
from somebody. If they can’t 
get it from the farmer, they 
are going to get it from who 
ever else is in line. 

“Let me ask you this. Even 
if they collect the money, 
how do we know it will actu- 
ally be spent on Everglades 
cleanup? Or will it be mis-

it’s happening right now. In 
1994, the Everglades Forever 
Act was put into place to 
help improve. water quality, 
to fix the tiny inflow of water 
and to increase the amount 
of water flowing into the 
Everglades. The State of 
Florida, the U.S. govern- 
ment, and the farmers 
agreed to pay 100 percent of 
the cost of treating our.own 
wastewater run-off. We are 
already paying an additional 
$320 million in taxes to pay 
for the construction of 40,000 
acres of filtration-marshes. 

¿Tn addition, the Ever- 
glades Forever Act guaran- 
tees 28 percent more water 
for the Everglades. They are 
going to do this and, in addi- 
tion to guarantecing that 
much water, it is also plan- 
ning to correct the flow pat- 
terns of the water.

He noted that U.S. Sugar 
is sometimes referred to as 
“big sugar” and it had been 
in business since the 1920's 
around the lake, so it was 
bigger and did own a lot of

*You need to clarify the 
perception that sugar is get- 
ting government subsidies,” 
said another audience mem- 
ber. 

Roger Hatton said the sug- 
ar program’s main effect is to 
guarantee a stable sugar 
price to the consumer, It is a 
consumer-weighted program 
rather than a farmer-weight- 
ed program. He said there 
was a time when sugar sold 
for a dollar a pound ba 
the day when a dollar would 
buy a week’s stay in a hotel. 
With the sugar programs, 
every country, more than 60 
of them, which grow s) 
all have sugar progr: 
said. Sugar farming is not 
stable without a sugar pro- 
gram because of the long- 
term nature of the product, 
he noted. In 1974, the gov- 
ernment in its wisdom did 
away with the sugar pro- 
gram that had been in place 
since 1936, and sugar prices 
went up five-fold within two 
months, 

He said that withóut a pro- 
gram providing stable prices 
there would be wild fluctua- 
tions in the prices that the 
consumer pays for the 
refined product. 

*Another audience mem- 
ber then asked Mr. Hatton 
what that penny-a-pound tax 
would mean to him personal- 
ly, as far as his profits. are 
concerned. 

Mr. Hatton said that for 
sev; Ahay ars, he has 
received al out 20 cahita per — 
ipound at the production lev- 
el. He said that the one cent 
is 5 percent of his gross 
sales. He said that with any 
other business, if you know 
your revenue is not going up, 
but your costs‘ and overhead 
keep increasing, to have to 
pay 5 percent of those gross 
revenues can be devastating. 

He said that based on what 
he grew last year that would 
be about $118 per acre and 
that would be a sizeable por- 
tion of his profits. He said 
that depending on the yield 
and the profitability of a par- 
ticular year’s crop, thi 
could mean 30 to 60 perce’ 
of the net profits. 

*How much difference 
could it really make to tack 
on the extra penny, and why 
wouldn't it be passed on to 
the consumer? 

Denise Hatton explained 
the one-cent tax cannot be 
tacked on the price to the 
consumer and she explained 
why. The tax as proposed is 
imposed:on just the farmers 
in the Everglades Agricul- 
tural Area. The farmer then 
sells that raw sugar to the 
sugar mill for processing and 
they sell it to the refineries. 
The refineries are buying 
sugar cane from all over the 
United States. If they are. 
buying refined sugar in 
Louisiana cheaper than from 
Florida, they will buy the 
Louisiana sugar. 

‘The tax is putting the EAA 
sugar farmers at a disadvan- 
tage. The point is that the 
farmer cannot tell the mill 
they have to have another 
penny and expect the mill to 
pass it on at the other end, 
‘she said. 

Roger said there are 27 
other. states besides Florida 
which produce sugar from 
cane, corn, and beets. 

He said the few farmers in 
the EAA will be taxed when 
no one else in any other part 
of the country will be paying 
the tax. 

He said it ata caps the 
amount they can-receive for 
the sugar.
